2. In addition, given the lapse of time since the events alleged in the counterclaim, 
some of the personnel with first hand knowledge of the details related to the allegations 
contained in the counterclaim are no longer employed by the Department of State. The 
additional time requested is therefore necessary to obtain and distill pertinent records. 
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3. Accordingly, Plaintiff respectfully requests that the deadline for responding to 

Defendants' counterclaim be extended to October 24, 2005. 

Plaintiff respectfully requests that its motion for an 
enlargement of time be granted/
